of shoe invented by Alfred Belaire, a shoe 
cutter who formerly worked in this city, 
but who is now working in Dalton. This 
shoe differs from all others, the upper, 
including the toe cap, being cut entirely 
from one piece of leather. Several ad- 
vantages are claimed, one of the greatest 
being that the rear seam is covered by a 
stay which does rot look bad at all, which 
keeps the shoe in perfect shape and 
w fa ich, so far as practical results are con- 
cerned, does away with the back seam. 
This is an end that has long been sought 
by manufacturers and inventors, and Mr. 
Belaire's invention apparently achieves 
the desired result perfectly. Shoes with 
Reamless backs hive b<en made by crimp- 
ing-, but these would not keep their sbape 
ami tbe attempt to reach the desired ob- 
ject in that way proved a failure. Then 
a 1%ay was discovered to avoid the back 
seam by putting a small piece in the side 
of the ankle of the shoe, and this method 
has been widely adopted. It was patented 
and Uio royalty lor tne use of the rigbt is 
half a cent per pair. 


But the Yon brothers believe they have 


something far superior to this, and it cer- 
tainly is, so far as looks are concerned. 
Theirs is much the neater looking slioc, 
and they believe it will prove popular 
with the trade. They are receiving many 
inquiries about tbis patent from manuJac- 
turers and others, but they propose to 
tiokl it and allow it to be used on payment 
of royalties. They bought the right ot 
the inventor and are confident that they 
have a valuable article. They state Unit 
every shop i-i town except those of W. G. 
Cady & Co., are getting out samples of 
this style of shoe, and that the Sampson 
company is already filling orders. Tiiis 
shoe can be made of light or heavy stock 
and lace or button style, and if it provts 
as popular as it is expected to tliere is 
certainly a fortune in the invention. 


Samples of the shoes are to be seen in 


Yon & Morin's shoe store, and those who 
have seen them believe that at last tbe 
right thing has been discovered. The in- 
troduction of this shoe will be watched 
with interest, and if it meets the demands 
of the trade the owners of the patent will 
need to ask for nothing more.

THE EDITOR'S SHEARS. 


FOB TODAY. 


Although our new charter has not been 


long in operation and not yet demon- 
strated its ultimate usefulness, yet it is 
pleasing to know that the chief features 
which characterize it hare been adopted 
into a sister city's new charter, and that 
our successes (and failures) are to be 
shared by no lessor city than Holyoke. 


We may not only feel a little flattered 


for ha\ ing struck out almost alone a form 
of city government that is deemed worthy 
of imitation by other cities, but we may 
congratulate ourselves that in the prob- 
lems and difficulties of our charter we are 
to have help. We shall not have to solve 
them or study them alone. This is no 
Inconsiderable advantage. 


A gl.mce at the chief features of the 


new charter which Holyoke has framed, 
will show its similarity to onr own at 
least, in essential principles. 


There is the increase of power for the 


mayor, thus securing a centralization of 
authority aud responsibility, the single 
board of aldermen and the establishment 
of a 8' parate board of public works. 


The feature of minority representation 


is a new departure. 
It necessitates the 


nomination of men without regard to 
ward lines. It may not always secure the 
elestion of a man from every ward, but the 
men who are elected will feel a greater 
responsibility and will have the entire 
city tu serve instead of one section. This 
point is relied on to secure the nomina- 
tions of good men. 


The mayor is relieved of presiding at 


the meetings of the aldermen and his 
place in this regard is taken by a presi- 
dent of the board, who is to have a vote 
in all matters. 


Holyoke considers a great gain to the 


city to be in the provisions giving power 
of absolute appointment to the mayor in 
sever.il cases. He is thus made responsi- 
ble and the people can hold him so. 


It has been found necessary to put in 


the charter a provision prohibiting any 
member of the board from taking part in 
city contracts. This is prohibited by gen- 
eral l,.w, but the statute is not obeyed. 


The board of public works is to be an im- 


portant body under the new charter, as it 
will c-onsist of three men, each holding 
office for three years. They will be ap- 
poinlud by the mayor and may be re- 
mov. d by him. They will have charge of 
constructing, repairing and lighting the 
streets and sidewalks, of construction and 
care of public buildings and sewers and 
also of bridges. 


There is an apparent desire on the part 


of sume members of the Holyoke city 
council to prevent the passage of the 
charter, but this will have no effect, for 
the people are generally united in favor 
of a change and they will not be kept 
from it by any petty politicians like those 
who hold positions as aldermen or coun- 
cllrgen. 


So Holyoke, after much sorry expe- 


rience with an old form of city charter 
sees fit to frame one much like that of 
North Adams. Let us hope it is a good 
omen, and that Holyoke is a judge of good 
charteis.

tion or Springfield. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—Wo have been 


advised to publish in the papers of the 
surrounding towns an account of onr 
work, In order that young girls who leave 
their homes to find work in the city may 
know where to find a safe and pleasant 
home, and women who come to us for 
their shopping may know where to get a 
dainty lunch, to rest and learn about our 
work. 


Twenty-five years ago a few earnest, 


devout Christian women decided that 
there ought to be a Young Women's 
Christian 
association 
in 
Springfield. 


From this small beginning, step by step, 
the work has grown until now we have a 
boarding home, an exchange and an edu- 
cational department. The home is at 19 
Bliss street and the exchange and educa- 
tional rooms are at 46 Court street. 


We are now earnestly praying and 


striving for funds with which to secure a 
building in every 
way adapted 
to 


our needs and including under one 
roof the several departments of our work. 
The home at present will accommodate 
about fifty boarders, the price of board 
ranging from $3.25 to $4 per week. The 
matron and her sisters are thoroughly 
Christian women who "mother" the girls 
in the pleasantest way. The atmosphere 
is one of culture and refinement. Daily 
devotions are held at different times, the 
pastors of the city taking charge of them, 
and pleasant socials, with light refresh- 
ments, are held once a month. 


The exchange is doing a good work. By 


the payment of $1 any one in any town or 
state may become a consignor. The ex- 
change charges 10 per cent, of the price of 
goods for selling them. Every kind of art 
needle work, decorated china, crocheted 
and knitted articles are sent here, as also 
are all kinds of bread, pastry, jellies, pre- 
serves, pickles, etc. Another feature of 
the exchange is its "noon rest," where 
dainty lunches are served, or where girls 
can bring their cold lunches and buy a 
plate of soup, a cup of hot coffee, etc., 
and spend the rest of the noon hour with 
books and magazines and music. 


The work in the educational depart- 


ment has been very successful. The 
courses offered are dressmaking, millin- 
ery, embroidery, cooking, penmanship, 
bookkeeping, French and physical cul- 
ture. With the exception of physical cul- 
ure the courses consist of ten lessons, 
each with prices ranging from fifty cents 
to |2 for the course. 


Last year the number of pupils was 321, 


and the reports for the six months of this 
year show an increase over that. There 
s also a very flourishing junior depart- 
ment. 


The Christian labor committee does a 


vast amount of good in a very quiet way. 
[f the girls are absent from the classes on 
account of illness they visit them. They 
visit the parents of the children in the 
unior department, they hold mothers' 
meetings, which help the weary, worried 
mothers very much, and they strive in 
every way to help the girls to form beau- 
tiful Christian characters. 


Thus it will be seen that we are doing 


noble work in helping the girls to help 
themselves, and a work deserving the 
iiearliest co-operation of all Christian 
women.

"THIS CONCERNS WHEELMEN" 


And Throws New Light on The Ques- 


tion of Insurance. 


EBITOK TRANSCRIPT:—I wish to take 


exception to a portion of the arricle pub- 
lished in Saturday's TRANSCRIPT, entitled 
"This Concerns Wheelmen," and which 
relates to a supposed increase in the cost 
of accident insurance for wheelmen. The 
article in question states that "the acci- 
dent insurance companies of the United 
States, assembled in conference at Boston, 
have unanimously resolved that bicycling 
is a hazardous occupation," etc. The con- 
vention 
of 
companies 
referred 
to 


was simply a conference of the "mu- 
tual" or "assessment" organizations who 
do business under the assessment laws of 
the several states. The stock companies 
who represent the bulk and stability of 
accident underwriting organizations of 
the country, and who do four-fifths of the 
business, have as yet made no change in 
rates for insuring wheelmen. All capable 
accident underwriters are agreed that bi- 
cycling produces an increase in hazard 
riot contemplated when the present rates 
were established, therefore the stock com- 
panies may see fit to take some action in 
the matter at a later date, but when they 
do all intelligent wheelmen will probably 
be willing to pay the extra charge for the 
increased risk they realize they assume 
without much "squealing."

IN CROWDED BUILDING 


Many Girls and Women Become Vic- 


tims of the Fiery Element. 


Twenty Lives Thought to 


Have Been Lost. 


Full Extent of the Shocking Disaster Not Yet 


Accurately Known. 


Rev. Walter 3. SwafBold, pastor of tho 


B.ijitist Bethel, Boston,* has bseu invited 
to the pastorate of the Summit Avenuo 
Baptist church, Jersey City. 


Trtov. N. Y., Feb. 18.—About 800 girls 


were at work yesterday afternoon in the 
shirt waist factory of J. Stethelmer & Co., 
mid the collar 
establishment of Van 


Zandt & Jacobs on River street, when 
fire broke out, spreading so rapidly that 
the narrow staii(*.vay which wus the only 
exit outside of the Are-escapes in. tho 
rear was almost Immediately cut off, and 
during the panic thuc followed, five girls 
jumped from the windows, three of them, 
to their death, and many others were in- 
jured. Ono was caught in a net by tho 
firemen. Three were killed'by the fall. 


Tiie fire started in tha fifth story In tho 


port occupied by Stethelmer & Co. at 
about 5:30, when a little boy who lighted 
tile gas climbed up on a table for the pur- 
pose, and then throw tho burning match 
to the door, whore it ignited a pile of 
scrap cambric. 


From the outsido of the high building 


the first notice of Impending disaster was 
the sight of a body of girls as they rushed 
out upon the flre-esoapes from the win- 
dows, those who were more fortunate 
crowding out tho entrance. 
Following 


them and wrapped about them was a masa 
of smoke with flashes of hot, flame. 


Then the mass of frenzied humanity, 


finding the ogresses too small for Instant 
escape, bogan climbing over the sidos of 
tho escapes, and bundles of clothing, filled 
with writhing humanity, dropped at the 
feet of the horrified passers-by. Within 
20 minutes after the fire started, there 
were three dead women laid upon the 
floor of an ndjoiding store, aud at least a 
dozen burned and maimed girls and women 
taken to the hospital or to their homes. 


It was just 1)0 minutes before closing 


hour in Stetthcimors Sc Co.'s shirt-waist 
factory on lltvor street, and the 850 girls 
and women were working rapidly to finish 
up. In the cutting-room on the fifth floor 
the 150 girls were closing up their day's 
assignments and preparing to leave when 
the whistle blew. 
Llllle Kreiger, who 


was working near a machine, called to a 
Rinall boy to light the gas over her work. 
The boy struck a match' aud threw the 
burning stub to the floor. It struck a pile 
of oily rags, nnd in an instant the girl was 
enveloped In flames. 


With her clothes and hair burnluur, she 


rushed to the window, and in an instant 
the room became a struggling, shrieking 
mass of humanity, filling the windows, 
tho fU'o-escapes aud the only stairway. 
Jamming and 
pushing, tearing each 


other's clothes from thoir backs, turning 
in narrow corridors to find a sister, or 
inother, or friend, the number in the ex- 
its augmented every minute by those 
from tho other floors, these girls and 
women fought for their lives to get away 
from the fiery flames that seemed to grow 
to monstrous size. 


Policeman Farrell, who was on thv 


street, seeing thiit. in the panic a number 
were liable to jump, let down the awning 
over the entrance. Barely was it down 
when two or three forma came flying 
down from tho fifth and sixth stories, and, 
bouncing from the awning, fell to tho 
sidewalk. Lillic Kreiger, over whose ma- 
chine the flre started, was one of these, 
She struck the awning, fell on her back 
aud bounced to her hands and knees on 
the sidewalk. She got up and staggered 
about until people helped her to her feet 
again. 


A Terrible Scene, 


By this time nearly every window had a 


female form dangling from ic, and when 
the firemen arrived there was a hustle to 
get the ladders up. At the center window 
on the sixth floor a woman hanging by 
her hands was forced out/ by tho flamoi 
licking her face. With a last shriek she 
let go mid came tumbling over and over 
nntil she struck the pavement. When 
picked up it wns found that she was Mrs. 
Hcrherscher. 
Her spinal column was 


forced through into her brain. 


Just below her on anotherwiadowhung 


a woman turning appealing glances to tho 
crowd. The black smoke was pouring 
from the window, but as yet no flumes 
were visible, aud tho crowd yelled encyur- 
ajringly to her to hold on, but a higher 
red flame reached out just then aud 
licked her face-, and in an instant her body 
was rebounding from the pavenu ut. Sim 
was Mt's. Foley, a widow, and when 
picked she was dead. 


On the same floor, hanging from nn- 


other window, was a woman, and salva- 
tion in the shape of a ladder was almost 
within her grasp when her strength f-iilcd, 
and she went whirling down to ti'.ath. 
She was Mrs. Kane. 


The lire men and policemen worked like 


heroes, mid to their energy was due a 
great, saving of life. 
At least a dozen 


women and pirls were carried down tha 
ladders or dragged out of the corridors, 
the officers and firemen going into Uio 
midst of the flames. 


The fire burned so fiercely by this time 


no detailed search of tho building could 
be made, and from what can be learned 
there were many girls and women en the 
three upper stories, either lying in fainting 
fits or else overcome by smoke. It was 
this fact that led to the rumors that thero 
were at least r?0 women dead, and the story 
even now does not seem improbable. 


Qn!rk Work of Flames. 


The fl'imes ate down through three 


floors so quicklv that the Western Tlniou 
Telegraph company. Jessup& Coopener, 
crockery company; Van Zandt &' Jacobs, 
collar inannl ictory, had no time to save 
anything. One hour after the flre started 
Email buildings on the south canghb. 
About S o'clock the flrcmon heard shrieks 
coming from the two-story building on 
the south* They discovered an Italian 
peddler named Joseph Rossi, who kept, a 
stand in liont of the building, pinioned 
by the legs under a heavy beam. 


Three policemen started to assist him, 


aud with a fireman worked for three- 
quarters of an hour. They had just about: 
gotten him looso when, with a roar, the 
great south walls came crashing down, 
nnd tho horrified spectators saw the bravo 
little group buried from view. When tho 
smoke and dust had cleared, there was a 
rush of willing workers, and in a little 
while the men were taken out. All were 
injured and had to be removed to the 
hospital. Tho Italian will probably die, 
but the policemen, while badly huit, will 
recover. 


Superintendent Willard of the police 


force says that he law a number of girls 
at windows Who never came oat, out fel. 
back into the flames. 


Oneflrcinan, who was working from the 


rear, saw throe girls with their arms 
wound tightly about/ each other, turn iu 
their frenzy and jump back Into the 
flames. Snmo of the women who escaped 
tell of stumbling over prostrate bodies, 
and are positive that n score of girls per- 
ished. The girls who did escape livu In 
various suburban 
places, and hurried 


away,<so that until the roll is called, the 
exact number of missing will not be 
known. 


Lottie and Nellie Hull, sisters, grasped 


•ach other tightly by the hands and 


started clown the r-tairs from the sixth 
ttory. At the landing of the fifth floor 
they 'encountered a wall of flame and 
smoke. Nellie hod on only her corsets 
and skirt, having been making her toilet. 
Lottie, who was only partially dressed, 
threw her dress over Nellie's face, nnd to- 
gether they wont through the flames. 
Lottie's hair was burned completely off 
when she reached the sidewalk, but Nellie 
nrus burned only about her bare arms. 


Superintendent of Police Willard says: 


"The returns from the various precincts 
show that there nre at least 15 people miss- 
ing, and with the five already known to 
be missing will make 20 lost in the ruins. 
I imagine that there are many more, for 
it seems to me impossible that all tho 
people in that building should escape. A 
great many people would noc report to 
the police at all." 


The total loss by tho ftra is from $350,000 


to $3110,000. with about ?100,o:)0 insurance. 
At least COD people are thrown out of em- 
ployment. The firemen worked with tho 
thermometer dowa below zero, and suf- 
fered very much. 


The coroners were summoned and a 


jury wore impanelled to caro for the dead.

WASHINGTON Feb. 18.—The question of 


what disposition shall be made of tho 
bonds upon which the allottees havo de- 
faulted by falling to make the required 
payment of 2) per cent ou receipt of no- 
tice, of tho acceptance of bids is now be- 
fore tho secretary of the treasury. 


Tho amount of these defaults has not yet 


been ascerl ained, nor is it. expected that 
tho exact amount will bo learned before 
tho last of tho week, when the reports from 
tho severril sub-treasuries are expected to 
ho in.

Davis on Monroe Doctrine. 


The speech of Senator Davis (Minn.), 


supporting tho resolution, of which he is 
the author, enunciating the policy of the 
United States on the Monroe doctrine, was 
th? event of yesterday in the senate. 


It wus a matter of observation, said Mr. 


Davis, that every year the foreign relations 
of the United Slates increased in difficulty, 
complexity and importance. 
The closer 


the relations of one government to another 
were, the moro natutal it was that tho 
question of foreign relations should be- 
come ono of increasing frequency of occur- 
rence and difficulty of solution. 


That fact explained why there wero 


probably more questions now unsolved 
between the United Slates and Great 
Britain than between the United States 
and all the other nations of the world 
combined. It must be a matter, ho said, 
of congratulation to everybody that condi- 
tions had been ameliorated within the 
last month. If that amelioration rested on 
a basis which did not concede a thing I 
from the Monroe doctrine, but recog- j 
cized and confirmed It in its entirety, it ! 
would receive tho warmest approval of 
tho American people. 


But if, on the contrary, it was the result 


of any material concession of the princi- 
ples announced by President Monroe (to 
which principles tho American people 
wore most warmly attached), that peoplo 
would rise up in condemnation of It. 


The Monroe doctrine, he said, might be 


fairly summed up as follows: That the 
American continent was not to be con- i 
sidoi-ed tis subjects to future colonization 
by any Kuropcan power; that tho United j 
State.-, shuuUl consider any attempt on the 
part of such powers to extend their system 
to any portion of the hemisphere as dan- 
perotis to Iho peace aud safety of lha 
United States, and that any interposition 
by a European power for the purpose of 
oppressing anv of the peoplo on the con- 
tinent should Ix1 considered as tho mani- 
festation of an unfriendly disposition to- 
ward tl'.e United States.
